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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Kurt M. Berger Reg. No. 51,461 on 6/9/2008. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 2, line 2: For the limitation "the magnetization pinned layer" change to — each 
magnetization pinned layer 

Claim 3, the entire claim body is changed to ~ wherein the magnetization pinned layers 
have surface areas larger than the surface area of the magnetization free layer in a surface 
plane oriented parallel to the medium --. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claims 1-19 are allowable. Claims 6-8, 10 and 12-15, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), the restriction requirement 
among species A-L, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 2/7/2008, is hereby 
withdrawn and claims 6-8, 10 and 12-15 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
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anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As the closest reference, Ihara et al. (US 6,700,761) disclose a magnetic sensor as 
shown in Fig. 5, which includes a pair of magnetization pinned layers formed on a non- 
magnetic conductive layer through which a sense current flows through from one 
magnetization pinned layer to the other magnetization pinned layer. 

Ihara et al. fail to show the pair of magnetization pinned layers "extend 
outwardly" or "wherein a sense current flows from one magnetization pinned layer to the 
other magnetization pinned layer through the magnetization free layer". 

These features, in combination with the other features of the claims, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
